Florida this autumn Is that Floricl- 
ans have already gone to consider- 
able lengths to provide water con- 
A'ol, and their specific purpose was 
To guard against the very disaster 
that overcame them anyway 
too much water in the wet season, 
meaning summer and early fall. 


Due west of Fort Pierce is giant 


Lake Okeechobee, a body of water 
30 miles across and a natural men- 
ace to a land which is only a few 
feet above the ocean tide. In the 
old days rain would put the lake out 
of its banks and swiftly flood most 
of southern Florida. But a levee 
|^as put around tho lake and locks 


were installed, creating a big and 
effective water control system. Now 
Okeechobee stores up water in the 
wet season and feeds it out grad- 
ually to tho cattle ranges south to- 
ward Coral Gables and Miami in 
the dry season. 


This time the Okeechobee water 


control system seems to have work- 
ed — but there was trouble east of 
it. There simply weren't enough 
control systems like it. And that 


•9s usually the story of water con- 


trol. One good job is a starter; but 
it takes a large and co-ordinated 
system to get a favorable final re- 
sult.
